Because, 
a few years ago, 
no 
good 


peaches 
and npples were grown In Los 


Angeles valley, the impression became 
geueral that a superior article of tem- 
perate zone fruitcouKl not be produced 
here. 
This once 
popular 
error 
our 


fruit growers 
have 
nearly 
entirely 


eradicated, 
It. 
was to 
the 
inferior 


quality of the trees planted, 
not 
the 


unfavorableness 
of the climate 
that 


should have been ascribed the 
failure 


to grow good apples and peaches. 
The 


experience of each 
succeeding 
year, 


tends to prove that 
as 
fine 
flavored 


peaches 
and apples may be 
raised 
in 


this valley as any place In the 
world. 


Allthat is necessary 
to secure 
large 


and fine flavored fruit is to plant, 
en- 


graft or bud a superior specie 
of tree. 


"Men do not gather figs from thistles'' 
nor will any thinning man 
expect 
to 


pick a delicious pippin or rambo from 
tbe boughs of a scrub 
seedling. 
We 


predict that five years hence our mar- 
ket will be supplied 
with richly fla- 


vored apples and peaches, 
the product 


of the orchards of this 
valley. It is 


probable that the keeping 
power 
of 


our fruit willnot equal 
that 
of fruit 


grown in colder latitudes and for this 
reason 
we conclude that the day is not 


distant when our export of dried or 
otherwise preserved apples and peach- 
es willcomprise no unimportant 
por- 


tion of our trade. 
We 
have 
now 
a 


large Alden fruit preserving 
factory 


in this city and as 
an 
intimation 
of 


what it is capable of doing with 
the 


apple, we append the followingfrom a 
late number of the Rural Press: 


Our readers willperhaps remember 
that a 
few weeks since we acknowledged 
Ihe receipt 
*fsonic Alden drid fruit, but 
could 
at 
that 
time only describe 
the appearance 
of ihe 
fruit having had no opportunity 
to try Its 


cooking qualities; 
We have since put'it lo 
the test oi cooking and eating, 
and 
aro 
free 
to confess 
that the result 
of the trial 
has 
placed tin? process higher In our estimation 
than ever. 
Especially wns this the ease with 
the apples: 
Under the ordinary 
process 
of 
drying no Iruli sacrifices more of lis delicacy 
ot flavor than apples. 
We all know that 
or- 
dinary diled apples are hut apoor 
substit ite 
for the green rrnit; but these were really 
not 
distinguished 
from 
the 
green 
fruit when 
cooked. They emitted tho same fresh, whole- 
some odi.r while conking, and 
when 
eaten, 


as sauce 
or otherwise they were no way inle- 
rior to krenn apples, either in odor 
or 'fresh- 
ness nf flavor, 


"Without Compensation."

to 


abatlngtiulsances.and 
such suggestions 
in re- 


gard to the general 
sanitary 
condition of the 
ctiy as they may deem proper. 
The Marshal 
should be made the executive officer of this 
Board,and 
through liim their orders 
should 


be carried 
into cltect. I an- Informed there 


would be no difficulty In obtaining 
the ser- 
vices of physicians In good standing to serve 
on such a Board without compensation, 
und I 
strongly urge that your Honomble Body con- 
sider this matter as one of so great Import- 
ance deserves." 


Now tills shows the estimate 
by which our 


Mnyor regards 
the medical 
profession; ami 


he Is not to blame if he has derived that esti- 
mate from the puffs and sordid recommenda- 
tions which have lately appeared in the pub- 
lic prints In regard 
to Or ALoin, tbe "King of 
fain," and 
others, 
who have allowed 
iheli 
friends 
to advertise 
in ti>e papers 
their UP- 
mprltorlous exploits In palpable 
violation ol 
nil true ethics. 
And bow, Mr. Editor, 1 enter 
my prot.st 
against 
such 
an unjust Imputa- 


tion, in the name ofull those great mm phi- 
lanthropic physicians, 
who, within lbs last 
century, have brought the science of Hygiene 
lo such perfection, 
und devised 
sanitary 
im- 
provements 
and precautions 
so efficient, as 


ioraise the average of human llfein civilized 
countries from the r dloof 19 or2oto 
nearly 


40. 
There may be physicians 
in Los Angeles 


who would accept a position on such a board 
"without compensation," 
and 
the 
Mavoi's

be one of them; but Idoubt 


whether a board

Of course such a Bonrd must be established 
very soon, or the health 
and lives of the peo- 
ple residing 
here 
will have to atone lor the 


omissions: 
for as effect fol lows cause, fatal epi- 


demics will soon muke 
their appearance 
in 
our midst to fulfil this Inevitable law ofNa- 
ture, as the causes are already here Inreckless 
profusion, aud nothing but a little Increase of 
population or some meteorological 
condition 
or concurrence 
Is required 
to develop the ef- 
fect with all its terrible consequences. 
Bui 
surely the city of Los Angeles would not 
se- 


lect willing men who would undertake 
such 
onerous duties "without compensation." 
Tbe 
very intimation of such 
a thing suggests 
a 


"ring," or fraud and villainy akin to such as 
huve involved the politics of our country for 
some time past. Itwould be far better to have 
no Board at all than one composed of Incom- 
petent men, or such as would prostitute 
tlie 


position to selfish purposes.
